While showers hav e occurred on 
sev eral days, during the week, the dis­ 
trib ution, b oth in amount and extent, 
has not b een equab le.

and harv esting, cultiv ation, and farm 
work, hav e thereb y

tion, and crops are b eginning to suffer 
from lack of moisture. The tempera­ 
ture has b een slightly b elow normal, 
av eraging ab out 1 degree b elow the 
seasonab le av erage.

The general condition of corn is 
quite fav orab le. 
Some 
fields hav e 
b een laid b y. The crop is growing 
fast and the fields are mostly clean. 1 
oats are heading short and need rain 
in the northern district; in the cen­ 
tral and southern districts the crop 
has improv ed, and while short, the 
outlook is promising. 
| 
Harv esting of wheat is well under 
' way in the central and southern dis­ 
tricts. and will b e in activ e operation, 
with propitious weather, during the 
ensuing week. 
Some complaint is 
made on account of rust, b ut the 
heads are generally well filled, and 
the quality of the grain is good, b ut a 
decreased acreage is indicated. 
Rye and b arley are heading out and 
will soon b e ready for harv est with 
promising outlook. 
Timothy is heading short In the 
northern district, b ut elsewhere it is 
mostly showing well. The harv esting 
of clov er has b een retarded, on ae- 
eouiP.fof wet weat her, in the southern 
half of the state. The harv est in the 
central and southern districts will of 
ford a fair yield, b ut it will b e short; 
in the northern. 
The outlook for b lackb erries, rasp-! 
b erries, and 
grapes is 
promising. | 
Some apple orchards may yield a fair 
crop, b ut the general prospect for this 
fruit and for pears is unpromising. 
The fruit continues to drop at a rapid 
rate and many orchards are affected 
b y b light. 
Except in the northern 
district 
where rain is needed potatoes are 
promising. The crop is ripe and b e­ 
ing marketed in the central 
and 
southern districts.

of the Sterling, Dixon A Eastern and 
John G. Wet/ell while in Morrison tn 
confer with citizens in regard to the 
extension of the electric road from 
Sterling, were the guests of B a nk e r 1 
Fred Smith, who took them over the 
entire city. 
They m et a large nu m ­ 
ber of the prominent business men of 
t ha t place, and were given the best of 
encouragement. 
The Morrison people 
promised to do all in their power to j 
secure a free private right of way. 
Mr. Higgins expressed himself as

Rock Island J u nc ­ 
tion to Morrison. 
There will be two 
surveys, one running on the north 
side of the Northwestern track s and 
the other running on the south side. 
In all probability a preliminary sur­ 
vey wiil also be made from Sterling to 
the Junction at the same time, al 
though noticing is definitely k nown 
as yet on this subject. 
John 1. 
Beggs, president of the 
company, who was in this city a short 
time ago, is very anxious to have this 
line built providing the farmers will 
give the company the private right of 
way.
